Pentagon Under Attack 


Sen 
Barry Goldwater ran for the 


presidency in 1964 as a conserv ativ e 
Republican. 
His philosophy has not 


changed appreciably since. 
So his recent sharp criticism of Pen­ 
tagon procurement policies, while sur­ 


prising. has to be appraised in the 
contex t of a statement coming from a 
» ource friendly to the Nix on adminis­ 
tration. 
The Arizona lawmaker cannot be 
judged in the same light, for ex ample, 
as Sen. William Prox mire, the Wiscon­ 
sin Democrat who for months has been 
spearheading a mov e to cut defense 
spending. 
He may be knowledgeable 
and sincerely motiv ated but the mere 
fact that he is a member of the op­ 
position party makes his denunciations 
of the Defense Department suspect. 
Thus when Sen. Goldwater sees a 
“ God-awful waste of money " in Pen* 
tagon methods, his observ ations hav e 
to command respect. 
And when he 
aserts that the Sov iet Union is far 
ahead of the United States in major 
weapons production, he sounds a chill­ 
ing warning that should penetrate the 
mighty defenses of ev en those men 
who mold America’s military machine. 
He claimed that it takes this coun­ 
try with all its v aunted know how from 
sev en to 10 y ears to dev elop what the 
supposedly 
less-efficient 
Communist 


nation can do in three y ears. 
Mr. 
Goldwater speaks not only as a sena­ 
tor and a member of the armed ser­ 
v ices committee but also as a former 
Air Force general so he has more than 
a passing acquaintance with the prob­ 
lem. 
Interestingly enough, he was joined 
in his attack on the Defense Depart­ 
ment by other armed serv ice commit­ 
tee members including Chairman J ohn 
Stennis and Sen. Strom Thurmond. 
Both of these lawmakers prev iously 
had defended the Pentagon against 
criticism from the Prox mire group. 
With the heav y artillery being un­ 
leashed 
on the Pentagon from both 
sides of the aisle, the lesson 
of econ­ 
omy and efficiency may take root. 
When Dav id J . Packard was deputy 
secretary of 
defense, 
his 
standard 
answer to criticism was that nothing 
much could be done about procure­ 
ment methods. The latest attacks on 
the Defense Department came at a 
hearing on confirmation of Kenneth 
Rush as successor to Mr. Packard. 
Mr. Rush quickly promised to giv e 
the problem priority attention. Which 
is as it should be. There’s no reason 
why we should hav e to take a back 
seat to Russia in this or any other 
production activ ity .

Today ’s q uiz 
concerns those q uestions and

with this obligation. 
1. Question. Who goes to see 
the 
family 
at 
the 
funeral 
home? Should one be invited, 
or m ay any acq uain tan ce go? 
Answer. There are no in­ 
vitations — any one may a t­ 
tend 
during 
the 
hours 
an ­ 
nounced 
in 
the 
obituary 
notice, or by word of mouth. 
You should go if y ou feel that 
y our visit would be in any 
way 
helpful. 
Bereaved 
per­ 
sons need to know that their 
friends care, and this is one 
way y ou can show that. 
2. Q. Should one participate 
in acts of religious faith when 
he visits the funeral home? 
A. Yes, if he wishes to. If 
pray ers are being said, the 
rosary recited, or any thing of 
that 
sort, 
the 
visitor 
m ay 
certain ly join in if it is com ­ 
patible with his faith. 
3. Q. Are there any subjects 
of 
conversa'tion, 
or 
even 
phrases, 
which 
one 
should 
specifically 
avoid 
with 
the 
bereaved family ? 
A. Yes. Talking about " I t’s 


God’s will,” or "It was 
* 
blessing 
when 
he was suf­ 
fering 
so,” 
or 
"You 
were 
lucky she lived to such an 
age." are m ean t to be com ­ 
forting, 
but 
actually 
are 
distressing to someone who. 
for 
the momeiYt, 
can 
feel 
nothing but his loss. 
4. 
Q. Should 
one 
avoid 
talking about the deceased to 
his family ? 
A. No. Those ?lose to the 
d e c e a s e d 
are 
generally 
anx ious to talk about him, and 
in some cases, even about his 
death. R is an outlet for them , 
so don’t try to change the 
subject 
but 
listen 
sy m ­ 
pathetically if the need seem s 
to be there. 
5. Q. Should the visitor to 
the funeral home restrain his 
emotions? To w hat ex tent can 
he "let himself go?” 
A. He should not, of course, 
become m audlin 
or 
over- 
sentim ental. However, honest 
grief, ex pressed by tears, is 
perfectly n atural and need not 
be choked back completely . 
Your tears m ay help those 
closest 
to 
the 
deceased 
release their own emotions, 
and this is 
very good 
for 
them . 


6. Q. I am a very emotional 
person, and cannot talk to a 
b e r e a v e d family without 
breaking down. Would it be 
best for me to avoid going 
to 
wakes, 
or 
visiting 
the 
funeral home? 
A. Not at all. It is y our 
presence even more than y our 
words which means a greal 
deal to the bereaved. If y ou 
are afraid of actually m aking 
a scene, don’t try to talk. A 
w a r m 
handshake 
and, 
perhaps, a kiss, tells them all 
that they need to know.
